No. 2310/D/2011/KELSA. 20th September 2011. 

In exercise of powers conferred by Section 29A of the 
Legal Services Authorities Act, 1987 (Central Act 39 of 
1937) of Kerala State Legal Services Authority (KELSA) 
hereby makes the following Regulations to amend the 
KELSA Regulations 1998, namely; 

Regulations 

1. After Section 47(1) Clause (a) shall be inserted 
namely;—“Clause (a)—The School Teachers and 
other Resource Persons who are taking literacy 
classes of ‘Niyamapadaom’ for Schools as part of 
the literacy programmes shall be paid ' 300 
(Rupees Three hundred only). Resource persons 
who are taking literacy classes at other centres 
including rural areas shall be paid ' 200 per hour 
subject to a maximum of ' 500 and if the venue is 
outside the town of the office of Resource 
Persons, they shall be paid ' 250 per hour subject 
to a maximum of ' 600—actual T. A.”. 


Explanatory Note 

Resource Persons who are taking literacy classes as 
part of the Legal Literacy Programme Organized by 
KELSA are not provided with Honorarium so far. The 
Authority Meeting of KELSA held on 13-1-2010 decided 
to provide Honorarium to those resource persons engaged 
by Legal Services Organisations under the Legal Services 
Authorities Act. This notification is intended to provide 
Honorarium to those Resource Persons.
